HOW TO MAKE: 
@ Sew the waist darts on the 
front and back pieces. Press 


Invest in an overlocker 
So your garments survive 
many machine washes 
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towards sides. (See Pic A.) 

Ө Fuse interfacing to one set 
of waistband pieces. These 
will now be referred the 
facing pieces. 

Ө RST join front waistband 
with back waistbands at the 


side seams. Press seam open. 


Repeat for the waistband 
facing pieces. (See Pic B.) 
©) Press up the lower raw 
edge by 1cm to the WS. 
@ RST attach front skirt to 
back skirts at side seams. 
Press the seams open. You 
may need to use a tailor's 


ham to press smoothly at the 
hip area. (See Pic C.) 

Q Attach the lower edge of 
the waistband RST with the 
upper edge of the skirt. 

Match seam lines and the 
centre front points. (See Pic D.) 
Clip the seam allowance and 
press upwards. 

@ Pin the waistband facing to 
the waistband with RST and 
matching the seamlines. Sew 
then clip the seam allowance. 
Press the seam allowance 
towards the waistband. 

Ө Pin one side of the zip to 
the corresponding side of the 
skirt RST. The stopper should 
be positioned just below the 
waistband seam. The teeth 
should sit 1.5cm from the 
centre back edge. Sew in place 
with a zipper or invisible zipper 
foot. Repeat for the other side. 
(See Pic E.) 


О Flip waistband facing over 
to sit RST with the waistband 
sandwiching the zipper. 

@ Sew along the zipper again 
through all the layers. Trim 
the top corners and turn back 
through to the RS. 

@ Arrange the waistband on 
the inside of your garment so 
the folded edge of the facing 
sits just over the waistband 
seamline. Pin in place. 

@ On the RS of the garment 
sew along the seam line 
carefully, catching the facing 
as you sew. This is called 
stitching in the ditch. 

(8 Complete the centre 

back seam by sewing below 
the zipper to the hem with 
RST. Press open the seam 
allowance. (See Pic F.) 

(D Turn up the skirt hem by 
1cm, press and stitch in place 
to finish. 
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Thank the cord
